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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims are reasonably and broadly construed 
in light of the accompanying specification, to be disclosed by the prior art as currently rejected. In response to the traversed claimed 
construction of an "air distribution hood" being anticipated by the auxilliary housing 54, both features in the application and the prior art have 
the same structure and function such that it is reasonable to reject the claims based on this broad claim construction. FUrthremore, the 
cooling feature is anticipated by Mahan because the airflow from the disclosed fan provides a cooling flow, along with the hood structure 
discussed in the rejection. With respect to the Flora rejection, the bracket is indirectly connected to the housing such that the synergistic 
effect of the disclosed components allow drum rotation. Likewise, the cooling air flow of that reference meets the structural and functional 
claim limitations because both allow cooling flow in a hood-type structure. With respect to the obviousness rejections, the anticipatory 
rejections are maintained, such that the obviousness rejections are also maintained.. 
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
